Military Preparations. 

Eight regiments will leave New York city, 
this week, for the seat of war, six are belng 
started from Massacusetts; one from Con- 
necticut, and one from Vermont. Four new 
regiments, one of them Col. John W. Geary’s, 
are about to leave Philadelphia. A portion ot 
them are upder orders to reinforce General 


Banks’ (‘ate Putterson’s) column at Harper’s | 


Ferry. The returning regiments of three 
months’ troops will be reorganized and form 
the basis of new regiments for the war. Many 
of these have already enrolled large numbers 
of men, in their several localities, to make up 


‘for expected deficiencies. 


In Indiana, Col. -Levi Wallace’s regiment, 
(now on its way home from Ronney,) has ob- 
telned several hundred recruits for a second 
enlistment, more, indeed, than thare will be 
vacancies ; so enthusiastic are the men to stay 
in the service, and so popular the corps among 
the people. The camps of instruction at Al- 
basy and Elmira, closed a week or two since, 
will be reopened at once, and form the 
rallying points for tens of thousands in 
New York who are now fired with zeal for the 


War. 

The Massachusetts 6th, memorable for the 
Baltimore riot, was caught at the Relay House, 
just on the eve of ite departure home, and to 
man they reeponded to Gen. Banks's cali to 
remain ten days longer. Meanwhile it is 
hoped they may be mustered in for the war. 

The areenalg at Watertown (National,) and 
Cambridge, Mass., have had their forces dou- 
bled, and the Jatter will turn out 20,000 minie 
rifle cartridges per day. On Tuesday an im- 
menee train of care was started fer Washing 
ton from the Watertown Arsenal, taking 200 
tons of powder, and a million prepared car- 
tridges.
